" Now as to teachers of the deaf. 
they have as many anxieties, as 
many things to worry them as 
teachers of the bearing, pet haps 
more. The peculiar difficulties of 
their task of reaching minds to 
which the main avenue is closed 
impose a constant nervous strain, 
and a high-Strung, nervous person, 
one who is not thoroughly self-pos- 
sessed or does not make proper dis- 
tribution of her time, will sooner 
or later break down at it. Besides 
the increased worry, the teacher of 
deaf children has more outside work 
in the way of preparing and correct 
imr lessons than the teacher ol 
hearing children. Deaf pupils ate 
much mot-., dependent it pot ■ ihei. 
•.eacher than hearing pupils ; they 
learn less from their aesoeialioiis 
out of school, their lailitnage has to 
be I. nil! up Cor them largely by the 
teacher, and their deficiency in 
makes it difficult to (each 
them any of the common English 
biMiiehes taught in the public 

schools. Then, too, hearing children 
get a great deal of assistance from 
their homefolks in preparing lessons 
at night for th. day. In 

schools for the deaf this work falls 
upon the teachers. No, the con- 
scientious teacher of the deal is 
far from having a ' soli 
snap.' Able, conscientious t< 
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anomalies in modern social life, 
they are almost universally 
underpaid. There is perha] 

class of people, except ministers of 
ospel, who are so poorly paid 
in proportion to what is requited of 
litem. This will always be the 
else until teachers : os to 

belter their condition by org.-. 
and systematic effort. I 
unions have done much to raise 
ami keep up the remuneration of 
those engaged in the various in- 
dustries. Some sort of combined 
'tl'ort on the part of teacheis would 
doubtless result in material good to 
them. It is true that the teacher's 
occupation should he largi 
labor of love, like that of the minis- 
try, but one cannot, live on love 
alone, and the test of the world 
should not sollish dvantaire 

of this feature in the work of educa- 
tion. We have discussed this sub- 
ject of the teacher's pay a number 
of limes before, at the risk perhaps 
of becoming tiresome to some people, 

hut we propose to keep it up."

Mr Packard and his followers 
were at the People's Temple on 
lime, as usual, but only to find that 
the rooms of the Boston Deaf Mute 
Society were burned out. So ser- 
vices were omitted, bat arrange- 
ments will probably be made to re- 
sume regujar services at the usual 
hour, in Warien Avenue Baptist 
Church, next Sunday. 

Herewith is a full account of the 
fire Which may be Interesting to 
those familiar with the Boston So- 
ciety Rooms. 

"The vestry of People's temple, 
corner of Columbus Avenue and 
Berkeley Streets, was badly dam- 
aged about 5 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon by a fire whloh started 
in a ventilator shaft in the base- 
ment and made its way to the 
second floor, causing damage of 
about $3,000. 

" The vestry adjoins the church 
on the westeily side and is separat- 
ed from the main auditorium by a 
heavy -brick wall, although there 
are several openings for windows 
and doors Landers' restaurant 
occupies the corner store on the 
ground floor and has a kitchen in 
the basement. A ventilating shaft 
runs from Ihe baseilient out through 
the roof, and it is supposed that 
the grease in this shaft ignited and 
stalled the blaze, which had made 
good headway on the second floor 
before discovered 

"The second floor suffered the 
most damage, the plastering of the 
ceiling of the Boston Deaf-Mute 
Society Rooms being lipped down, 
windows smashed, and the kitchen 
of Ihe vestry in the Columbus Ave 
nue side being burned out entirely. 
Rev. C. A. Crane and family occupy 
the parsonage, which also is locat- 
ed in Ihe vestry, but there was no 

damage other than thai caused by 

slight smoke that entered his 
apartments, and this was through 
the parsonage kitchen. which 
adjoins the vestry kitchen. 

" One the ti est floor of the vostiv 
the damage was slight, ^although 
the water pouring down from above 
broke away the ceiling and plaster 
on Ihe walls. The auditorium 
suffered no damage and the lire will 
have no effect on the church ser- 
vices this morning, which will be 
held as usual. 

"Considerable excitement was 
caused in the neighborhood as the 
lire burst out through the skylight 
in Ihe roof of the vestry and many 
in Ihe vicinity f"ared the entire 
Structure would be badly damaged, 

but the firemen, who answered the 

alarm from box 96, got lo work 
quickly and confined the fire to the 
veslry. It meant hard work at 
close range, however, as the fire 
WHS making rapid progress, being 
fanind by the high wind. Landers' 
restaurant suffered some watei 
damage in the basement."

March 10, '06 —Mr. J. A. Geary, 
General Organiser of the F. S. D., 
Spoke to a small crowd here, the 
first of the week, in the interest ol 
his association, lie claimed that 
Ohio was the hotbed of opposition 
to i he society and he came Here to 
explain its workings and endeavor 
to enlighten people on its objects 
and aims. He showed a great deal 
Of literature on the matter, but 
when asked if the organisation had 
taken out the necessary State per- 
mit to do business in Ohio, he 
could only reply that it would be 
attended to later on. The honest, 
intelligent deaf of the Stale have 
nothing against the F. S. I). so long 
as it conducts its business latcfully 
wherever il attempts to gain a foot- 
hold, and docs not deride and de- 
cry charitable objects that they the 
deaf may happen to be fostering, 
in order to enrich its own coffers, 
and the wallets of certain individ- 
uals through fees for securing mem- 
bets. Ohio baa> and probably other 
States have, laws regulating frater- 
nal and boiiHioial associations, and 
it would he well if the ollicers of the 
F. S. D. secure copies of the same, 
read and digest them before at- 
tempting to start business outside 
of Illinois. The Dayton Branch of 
Ihe F S. I), is illegal, and those In- 
strti mental in securing its members 
are liable to a tine of not less than 
fifty dollars nor more than two hun- 
dred dollars. Here are some of the 
salient features of the law allowing 
foreign associations to do business 
in the state. Foreign Associations 
is construed to mean associations or- 
ganized oi incorporated under the 
laws of another territory, district 
Slate, province or country. No for- 
eign association without a license 
from the Superintendent of Insur- 
ance "an do business. A fee of 
K) is required for this and this 
must be renewed annually and be- 
fore this license is granted, a duly 
certified copy of the association's 
charter, a copy of its constitution or 
laws, a power of attorney to the 
Superintendent, a statement under 
oath from its home State insurance 
ollicial of its business Ihe year pre- 
vious, also showing a certificate 
from the proper official that the as 
SOCiation is legally organized. Also 
it must show thai it docs mil collect 
death benefits and assessments 
lower than those required by the 
National Fraternal Congress mor- 
tality table with interest at four pei 
cent. A bond of live thousand 
dollars with sureties approved, by 
the Siqn rintendenl of Insurance is 
to be filed with him. Any person 
wdio solicits membership foi or in 

any manner assists in procuring 
membership in, any association not 
licensed lo do business in this Slate 
shall he. guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof shall 
be punished by a tine of not less 
than fifty nor more than two hun- 
dred dollars. Associations exempt- 
ed from the provisions of the law 

.s'/ki// not give or allow or pnm 

/• allotn any person any com- 
pt'iisalion for procuring members. 
If the F S D. were allowed to do 
business in the State by the Insur- 
ance Commissioner under the 
clause, that it is purely a charitable 
Association, it could not collect 
fees, as is now done, and has been 
done by certain ollicers, and 
members, according to Ihe report 
given in the Frat

"One youth may produce direct- 
ly, making coats, for example, with
